EBuglish Cheatricals. 


Drcry-Lane.—The opera of the Barber of Seville was produced here on 
Tuesday evening to an immensely crowded audience. Mrs. Wood, of course, 
resumed her old and favorite part of Rosina. We had Wilson as Almaviva, for 
the first time; Giubilei as Figaro, alse first time; Bedford as Basil; and Seguin 
as Doctor Bartolo. Thus supported, the Barber must have proved no ordinary 
musical treat. Mrs. Wood seemed as if under some extraordinary inspiration— 
it was the combined triumph of great natural power with consummate art: we 
have heard Rossini’s brilliant music finely sung by foreign artistes, but never 
were we more delighted than on this occasion; her seng, ‘‘ An old man would 
be wooing,” drew forth, as it deserved, a unanimous encore, and she went through 
the whole of the music in a way that left us nothing to wish for, but the speedy 
repetition of the part, in the performance of which she certainly has no equal on 
the English stage. "Wilson sang the music allotted to Almaviva very sweetly, 
and wants only a more liberal infusion of spirit to become a good acting vocalist. 
Giubilei makes an excellent representative of Figaro. The Bartolo of Seguin, 
and the Basil of Bedford, are already too well known to require any encomium. 
We only hope that the opera may be frequently repeated. Taglioni, we under- 
stand, appears to-morrow evening, and, with Mrs. Wood, will form a powerful 
attraction. 

Covent-Garpen.—A new tragedy, entitled Strafford, was produced here on 
Monday evening, for the benefit of Mr. Macready, to the most crowded audience 
that we have seen within these walls since the night of Mr. C. Kemble’s fare- 
well benefit. Soon after the opening of the doors, every place, even to the slips, 
was filled, so that we were compelled to wait until Wednesday, when the tra- 
gedy was performed a second time. Strafford is written by Mr. Browning, the 
the author of aclever piece called Paracelsus, which, though not exactly adapted 
for scenic representation, afforded a very fair specimen of the author’s style of 
composition. Strafford is, however, of a higher order, and is withal more dra- 
matic, and capable of more striking effects, though the author seems to have 
treated that as a secondary consideration. Identified as it is with an important 
era in our history, it is impossible that we can be indifferent to the merits of such 
a play; and as tragedies of any pretension are matters of rare occurrence, we 
may be allowed to devote somewhat greater space to its description than we 
should, but for these circumstances, feel inclined to grant. The story commences 
at the close of the life and reign of the first Charles, when Thomas Wentworth, 
who obtained the earldom of Strafford as the reward of his transcendent abili- 
ties, was sacrificed to the fury of the same party which brought his royal master 
to the scaffold. The author has successfully interwoven all the more prominent 
incidents of Strafford’s political career during that angry period. Out of such 
materials, and they are meagre enough as regards melo-dramatic interest, Mr. 
Browning has constructed a very clever tragedy ; one that we consider as equal 
in many respects to any modern production. The language is pure, occasionally 
lofty, and though betraying no evidence of an attempt at labored effect, is writ- 
ten with care; in a far greater degree indeed than could have been expected from 
a young author. It cannot bedenied that he has been fortunate in its perform- 
ance. e speak more a of the three leading characters—Straftord, 
Pym, and Lady Carlisle—to all of which ample justice was rendered by Ma- 
cready, Vandenhoff, and Miss Faucit. The other parts were tolerably well acted, 
but they are comparatively insignificant. The tragedy was rapturously ap- 
plauded, and will, no doubt, retain that place in the legitimate drama to which it 
is unquesticnably entitled—the highest.

The latter bur- 
lesque was first produced at the Theatre Royal, Liverpool, Mr. Basil Baker 
veing the Romeo, and Mr. Browne, (late of Drury,) Mercutio; its success was 
unequivocal, It has been some time in preparation at the Strand, but from the

mond and Jerrold thought the subject a dangerous one. Mr. Hammond was 

understood to be intended for Juliet, and Mrs. Stirling Romeo ; had this been 
| persisted In, we should have been spared the trouble of any notice, for the audi- 
ence Would not have endured such a representation ; as it is, the cast is the best 
the company allows. The story is very closely followed: Romeo, being a lisp- 
| ing young gentleman in boy’s clothes (Mr. Hammond), and Juliet, a young lady 
| in frock and trousers (Miss Daly); Mercutio, foreman to Romeo's father (Mr. 
J. Lee); Tybalt, fiery Tybalt, (Mr. Melville;) a fireman waterman, and Friar 
| Lawrence, the Gretna blacksmith, (Mr. Hall). The success of a burlesgqe 
inaivly depends upon the popularity or notoriety of the original. Othello has 
been acted twice as often as any other tragedy within the last twenty years, and 
all'classes of playgoers are well acquainted not only with its incidents, but with 
all its prominent passages. Romeo and Juliet is not so familiar to the present 
race of playgoers, nor does the subject afford so many opportunities for the ri- 
diculous as that of Othello, ‘The fun fails after a scene or two ; the parodies are 
less happy than inthe former production, and the airs are too good; there is 
droilery in the idea of Othello singing “ Farewell the tranquil mind,” to the tune 
of“ Bob and Joan :” but none in Romeo and Juliet warbling their loves in arias 
from Le Sonnambula, or I Puriivni. The ball and garden scene ure closely 
fullowed; Juliet is tacked to Romeo by the blacksmith, is wooed by Paris (Att- 
wood), and takes a potion (gin) from the Scotch parson ; this is course and dan- 
gerous, and is made more so by the cireamstance of the Apothecary giving Ro- 
meo preeisely the same fluid in lieu of the deadly draught. Juliet 1s borne to 
‘the bone-house of the Capulets,” and released by Romeo: they are “ about 
dying,” when the blacksmith and doctor confess the cheat; all parties join in a 
merry finale, and down comes the curtain. 


Tue Kinc's.—Den Giovanni drew another crowd to this theatre on Tuesday 
evening, and we but give expression to the evident feeling of the audience when 
we say that the entertainment went off delightfully. The manager will consult 
his own advantage and the pleasure of the public, if not of his operatic corps, by 
reviving not only this, but others of Mozart’s most glorious works.

Vicroria.—Warde played Richard at this theatre on Monday. He has 
enacted this character previously on these boards, and we perceive little variation, 
and no improvement in this compared with his former attempt. It is a respect- 
able, though not a very effective performance. The part is not in the line in 
which this actor excels. Characters in which the cold, stern, and unbeading 
proheninnte are his forte, and he plays them with an effect of which few are 
capable.

The other night at the St. James’s theatre, during the performance of the 
Postilion, at the passage where Braham, with his truly unrivalled energy, sings 
the words— 

“ The cause I can’t explain ; 
My voice with all its power comes back to me again.” 
an enthusiast in the boxes, carried away by the extraordinary powers of the 
singer, exclaimed, audibly enough to be heard by all around him, ‘“‘ Come back 
again! why it has never been gone yet.” 
Buckstone says that his new piece of Abelard and Heloise, to be produced to- 
morrow night at the Surrey, is the best thing he has done. This is saying a 
great deal, and if Buckstone be as good a critic as he is an author, much is indeed 
to be anticipated. 

The dramatic hemisphere has been lighted up in an unusual degree this last 
week, by the expected arrival of Mile. Taglioni, and the unexpected arrival of 
Madame Pasta, both of whom made their appearance in the auditory part of the 
Opera on Thursday last ; and both of whom are announced in the bills to make 
their appearance on the stage of Drury-Lane theatre. This is a very extraordi— 
nary position of things—but so it is. 

We have been ut some little pains to unravel this business of Madame Pasta, 
from the fact of her having been advertised for two seasons running to appear 
at the opera, and from the equally glaring fact of her not having done so. It 
should seem that the lessee of the Opera had, on neither occasion, complied with 
the conditions imposed on him by this lady, and that she therefore declined to 
come; but finding, or believing that the announcement of her name had been 
useful for the purpose of aiding the Opera subscription, she determined to come 
over and try its value on her own account, and to let the world know that, not- 
withstanding the charm thrown around the public ear by the strains of the late 
Madame Malibran, the present Grisi, the recently imported Albertazzi, and the 
hourly expected Devrient, she is, what she ever was, an enchantress at least 
equal to them all. We applaud the spirit of Madame Pasta, and there can be 
no doubt but it will be | appreciated and rewarded. The difference between 
Pasta and Grisi is about the same we used in common with the whole play-going 
world, to think there was between Mrs. Siddons and Miss O'Neil. 

By a reference to the Drury-Lane play-bill, we perceive that she is to make 
her debut in Zingarelli’s opera of Romeo e Giulietta, a character in which we 
have seen her, andcould never tire of seeing her. Then we presume we are to 
have Norma, Medea, and Anna Bolena, characters in which she never had (like 
Mrs. Siddons in Lady Macbeth, Constance, and Catherine) a rival; and it is 
hopeless to suppose any one ever will be found to compete with her. By virtue 
of these extraordinary engagements, Drury-Lane theatre, which had, in com- 
mon with others, been suffering from the pressure of the times, bas suddenly 
sprung up, and become the whole town talk. 

Taglioni begins to-morrow in the ballet of La Sylphide—created by herself, 
and only to be played by herself. The fact of her being engaged for twelve 
nights has turned the heads of the play-goers; and the box-office has been a sort 
of fair. With such names as Taglioni, Devrient, Pasta, and Wood, playing at 
the same time in one theatre, we have been at a loss to imagine what could pos- 
sibly be the scale of admission to enable the lessee to pay them all, and himself 
into the bargain. 

We see the long established prices of 7s. to the boxes, and so forth, are not to 
be increased upon; and if they can realize the necessary funds, we are glad to 
see it. By virtue of such engagements as these, Drury-Lane theutre is enabled 
to offer to an English audience the most eminent talent the continent can produce, 
at one third of the charge made at the Opera House ; and with three such singers. 
as Pasta, Wood, and Devrient, backed by the first dancer in the world, Taglioni, 
we have no hesitation in saying that the Opera is thrown comparatively into the 
shade; forin one theatre the talent lies all among the men, and in another all 
among the women—a charm which, added to a 3s. 6d. pit instead of a 10s. 6d. 
one, a 2s. gallery instead of a 5s. one, will make all the difference. London 
may now boast of coneentrating more dramatic, vocal, and instrumental talent 
than all Europe put together; and to add to the number of chosen artistes, the 
fascinating Jenny Vertpre arrived on Thursday last, and gave us her exquisite 
performance of La Chatie on Friday. E . 

The Theatre Francais, hitherto very perfect in all its appointments, only 
wanted the appearance of this charming actress to render its representations 
complete. We hear nothing of Covent-Garden and the new tragedy, except that, 
in the fourth act, Macready looked the image of Greenacre; and that the acting, 
like the prototype, was well executeD! This dust-hole closes, we understand, 
in a few days, and it certainly is high time it did.

Dear P.—Finding there was no packet from Havre on the 24th, I have re. 
tained the inclosed letter, [the one subjoined] until the packet of Ist May. The

I was much gratified the other day at meeting with an old American acquaint- 
ance, Which I have but seldom seen for some months past:—the three numbers 
of the new vol. of the Spirit of the Times, which I found among many other 
American newspapers, at a most excellent establishment, the Literary Salons, 
155, Rue Newre St. Augustin. Here, in the dead of winter, as to weather, | 
assure you it is most cheering to glance over your smiling columns, at the say- 
ings and doings on the bright side of things, for lam happy to observe you have 
nothing to do with politics, and seem not to regard the dolorous croakings over 
the deranged monetary affairs of our beloved country. 

Things are bad enough, it is true, on both sides of the'water, and are likely to 
get worse before they improve; still, the nobie thorough breds continue to in- 
crease and multiply, and add to our social amusements in these days of gloom 
as in more prosperous times. Indeed, racing and field sports were never held in 
such high estimation both in England and on the Continent, where they are in 
creasing and extending with unwonted spirit. Blood stock, too, has greatly ad- 
vanced in price within the last year, and good things are now very scarce in the 
market. Messrs. TarrersaLt write me they have never seen so few for sal, 
nor so high: Bay Middleton having treined off, was sold for 4000 guineas, with 
a condition that he was not to go abroad; they remark—“ this is a great pria 
for an Englishman to pay for an untried stallion—noihing for an American?= 
It is the American demand which bas given such impulse to the rise in prices; 
the Continentals are less ambitious. 

With the cheering prospects of the breeder and turfman, which the numerous 
sweepstakes and rich purses your list presents, it is to be regretted that any it- 
vidious comparisons should be made to exeite unkind feelings among the friends 
of the blood horse, The heart of a genuine sportsman expands with delight a 
every valuable addition of blood stock. The owners of Eclipse, Bertrand, 
Tonson, and other native stallions, ought to rejoice at the importation of Bare 
| foot, Leviathan, and other English horses of remote crosses, and these latter 
| ought equally to be gratified at the introduction of other good ones, as every 
| fresh importation adds to the variety, extends the sphere of operations, increases 
| the interest and the competition among breeders and turfmen, and enhances th 
value of the whole. Surely in such a wide extent of country there is scope and 
| room enough for all that may chance to cross the waters, and as every borsebas 
| his peculiarities, so also will he have his party and backers to the extent of his 

merits. Instead of being in the way or opposed to each other, they may become, 
| if on friendly terms, mutual supports to each other, acting together to produce 
| one great and important result—the improvement and appreciation of the whole 
| stock of the country. Where questions of superiority arise between differest 
| horses, the Course, the field or the road, is the proper place to seitle them, inte 
same way that the scales decide similar questions respecting beasts fattened for

By a singular coincidence, I perceive, in one of your late numbers, 


formances and engagements of the get of the principal stallions in England, ia 
which the get of Priam are made to figure most conspicuously. The article wa 
read but cursorily, and is not now before me, but the writer has evidently fallen 
into an error in respect tothe young Priams. The truth is that their general 
appearance at Newmarket in their 2 yr. old form was disadvantageous, and the 
| public disappointment at their performances was not concealed; end further! 
may add, that it was owing to that circumstance, and under the feelings of the 
moment that the American public are now indebted for his invaluable acquisition 
to their number of imported stock horses, even at the Ligh figure named, whith 
two years ago would not have been looked at. 

You know, Ido not attach much importance to 2 yr. old performances, and 
especially of the first get of a veteran racer: if the American public did, atd 
Priam should be tried by that standard, he would be found wanting. Look# 
the facts and then judge. Being decidedly the best of his year, and at the heod 
of the turf through the whole of his spiendid racing cureer, on his retiring 10% 
stud a select and limited number of mares were pat to him, and the produce & 
tensively engaged inthe richest and most important stakes. Last year(I ) 
his 2 yr. olds first came out, and 58 engagements produced but six winnings, 0 
of which was a £25 forfeit. The sume year 12 evgagements of Camel's g@ 
produced seven winnings, and 15 engagements of Voltaire’s get no Jess that 
nite winnings and forfeits. Indeed, the disappointment was in proportion !0 
the failures, and the horse was, in my opinion, most u»reasonably condemned 
without further trial. 

At the Craven meeting (Newmarket, 10th April, 1837) several ¢hree y- ol 
Priams ran with great credit, and one of them (Troilus) was the second bet 
winner of the meeting; and this goes to es‘ablish the opinion heretofore & 
pressed respecting the general defect of his colts—the want of substance 4 
power in the quarters. Thedam of Troilus isa Sultan, and like all the Sul 
tans has a long carcase and powerful quarters, and so far is a most eligible cross 
for Priam. Another of his get, out of Arachne, by Fillo da Puta, one of the 
hardy, stout soft, ran second to the crack for the Riddlesworth. You have doub 
less seen the result of the meeting ’ere this, and will have also seen and publist- 
ed the running at First Spring mecting, which commences on the 24th instant i 
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socnunimih 
A gentleman writes me from Newmarket: “ We have had good running, but 
horrid weather. The Priams are running, and he will, you may rely upon it, 
get race horses,” of which I never had a doubt: nor will the American breeders 
doubt it when they come to see the horse, which they ought to do, the betier to 
select suitable mares for him. 

The writer of the article under consideration appears to have been less solici- 
tous to puff his favorite—for in truth he stands in no need of such aid—than to 
detract from another (Cetus) with which he makes an invidious comparison in a 
temper and feeligg which it is to be hoped will meet with no countenance by the 
racing public. He has much to say about the cost of Cetus, who is reported to 
have cost more than any horse previously imported, or something to that effect.* 
Now, it is quite as indiscreet for the friends of Cetus to put forth such a state- 
ment, as for the writer, ““ D.Q@.,” to rest the claims of Priam as a stallion on 
the performance in England of his 2 yr. old colts. 

{tis true money will make almost any horse a favorite, but the fictitious repu- 
tation which one horse may acquire by the high price of his cost, does not neces- 
sarily detract from the real value of another df a less price. Besides, a stallion 
may be of much greater value in one country than another, by reason of the pe- 
culiar adaptation of his get to different Courses. A horse that will get speedy 
and powerful 2 yr. old runners is more valuable in England than any where 
else, because it is the fashion of the day to make heavy engagements on these 
young things, and if they pass that ordeal with credit, they become favorites for 
the Riddiesworth, the Derby, the St. Leger, and other rich purses. Hence the 
great value of Bay Middleton, which to my view would improve the American 
stock much less than many others that have been imported. He is the largest 
thorough bred I ever saw, and has more spirit and action than any other Jarge 
one; but his action in his slow paces is awkward and ungraceful, which you do 
not observe when running, such is the immensity of his power and speed. His 
legs have given way under his own enormous weight, which is entirely too 
great foralong day. Although he won all his races asa three year old, amount- 
ing to nearly $50,000, and was in prime condition at the close of the season, yet 
Lorp Jersey was unwilling to accept the handicap (126 lbs., I believe) for the 
Portland stakes—the last three miles of B. C. only 7 lbs. more than he carried for 
the Derby last year, and the evert has shewn that his Lordship was right, for 
he broke down in training preparatory to this season’s campaign; yet that horse 
is considered in England the best of his day. Would he suit the American 
breeder at any price} I venture to say there are many already gone over, and 
many more might be found at one fourth his price that would generally be pre- 
ferred. Yet socareful are they of his future reputation in the stud, that he will 
not be sutiered to cover any mares this season. 

But to return to Cetus and his very distinguished contemporary, between 
whom your correspondent has attempted a parallel, obviously for the purpose of 
exhibiting the former in an unfavorable light. It is really too bad that anony- 
mous writers should attempt to gull so intelligent and respectable a class of peo- 
ple as the Virginia and North Carolina breeders of blood stock with conjectures 
or idle rumors about the cost of stallions; they cannot be induced to patronise a 
horse uniess they like him, and his qualities are adapted to their wants, and it is 
paying a poor compliment to their judgment to press that subject upon their con- 
sideration—it has too speculating an air for a right-minded turfite. If Tatter- 
sall finds a whimsical man, owner of a good thing, in the humor to sell, and 
avails himself of the moment to strike the bargain, and gets a horse for 1000 
guineas which may have previously sold for 3000, it is so much in favor of 
ihe purchaser, but tlie horse is none the better, nor will the breeder look at that 
lucky hit when he comes to examine the points and qualities of a stallion. 

The failure of Cetus to get winners appears to me to be set forth with unkind 
feelings, unaccompanied with any of the mitigating circumstances of the case, 
which ought to be fairly considered before passing sentence of condemnation.— 
His performances on the turf, though very respectable, were not of a character 
to place him at once as @ stallion above fashionable and tried ones, many of 
which were covering in his immediate vicinity ; consequently he had not, as 
Priam had, a ¢hoice selection of mares at his service. His partial owner, Sir 
Mark Woop, put his best mares to him, but he was singularly unfortunate in 
their produce, only one of which, I believe. has ever shown as a two yr. old, and 
as he was increasing in favor, recently broke his leg in atrial. Two or three 
others of his get have been out once or twice, but have not won—one which had 
several engagements proved to be an inveterate roarer. I have seen two of his 
colts, and I thought them promising, but as yet his get can scarcely be consi- 
dered as fairly tried, and the same may be said of Priam’s, and no unfriendly 
inference should be drawn from their failure. 

I have in this instance taken up my pen to defend an opinion heretofore ex- 
pressed, and again to recommend to the American breeder the Whalebone and 
other stock of similar qualities. In laying the foundation of permanent im- 
provement, I think it all important to select those for breeders which have hardy 
constitutions, sound legs, high form, and of tried endurance: without these re- 
sults, we shall, toa great degree, fail in the object of foreign importations. I 
will not allow myself to become the partizan or opponent of either man or 
horse, but will simply exercise the freedom of giving my opinions, such as they 
are, leaving it to your better discretion to publish them or not. No great object 
of national importance can be successfully undertaken and accomplished without 
the hearty co-operation of individuals of sound mind and mature judgment; and 
if my remarks have the effect of exercising the minds of gentlemen experienced 
in these matters, my principal object will be obtained. Yours, &c., B.

The arrival of half a dozen English and French packet ships since our last 
publication, puts us in possession of a flood of foreign newspapers and maga- 
zines, from which our extracts are copious, As it frequently happens, the Liver- 
pool packet of the 7th of May arrived before that of the Ist, and since the arrival 
of the latter, the packets of the 16th have brought our dates down to their day of 
sailing. ‘The packet of the lst brought us Bell’s Life, and other sporting jour- 
nals, containing reports of the Newmarket First Spring Meeting. The report 
is so long that we find it impossible to make room for it this week, and our read- 
ers must see the propriety of giving it a place in our columns before we publish 
the report of the Second Meeting, which we have now before us, as well as that 
of the Liverpool Craven, Chester, and several other important subsequent Meet- 
ings. A brief synopsis will doubtless Le interesting to book-makers in this coun- 
try, and to the many who take an interest in the affairs of the English Turf. 

Monday, April 24.—Lord Suffield’s Alfred beat the Duk: of Riclmond’s

Sir Mark Wood’s Tom Beasley won the Fifty Pounds purse for 4 yr. olds, 
last three miles of B. C., beating Reshank, and Hectic easily. 

Lord Tavistock’s Young Augustus received ft. in a Sweepstakes of 3 subs., 
of 160 sovs. each, h. it. 

Lord Lichfield’s f. Cassandra, by Priam, received ft. in a match of 100J., from 
Mr. Kent’s Ringlet. 

Mr. Greville’s Mango vs. Col. Peel’s c. by Lapdog, 200/. a-side—declared off 
by consent. 

Tuesday, April 25.—The Duke of Richmond’s Pussy won the King’s Plate 
for mares, beating 3 others, R. C. 

John Day’s Chapeau d’ Espagne won the Sweepstakes of 100 sovs. each for 5 
yr. old fillies, 4 subs., D. M. 

The Two Taovsanp Guinea Stakes, a sub. of 100 sovs. each, for 3 yr. olds, 
23 subs., was won by Lord Jersey’s Achmet, (brother to Bay Middleton), beat- 
ing John Day’s Mustee 2d, and Lord Exeter’s c. Troilus, by Priam, 3d. Six 
others started but were not placed. 

Wednesday, April 26—The Duke of Grafton’s Calmuck beat Mr. Rogers’ 
Professor, in a race for a purse of £50, for 4 yr. olds, B.C. 

The Duke of Richmond’s Se poy won the sweepstakes of 6 subs., at 50 sovs. 
each, with 200 added, last 3 miles of B.C. 

The Porttanp Hannicap of 14 subs., at 100 sovs. each, h. ft., was won by 
Mr. John Day’s Venison, beating seven others. 

Thursday, April 27.—The King’s Plate for 4 yr. olds, R.C. was also won 
by Mr. John Day's Venison. 

Col. Peel’s Castaside won a Sweepstakes of 4 subs., ‘at 15. sovs each—first 
half of Ab. M. 

The One Tuovsanp Gu:nea Stakes, of 100 sovs, each, h. ft., 15 subs., D. M. 
was won by John Day’s Chapeau d’Espagne, beating half a dozen. 

No other races of particular importance octurred, save one of Rat-Trap's, a 
colt by Bizarre, out of Young Mouse, who was bred at Hampton Court, and 
sold there in 1835 for 90 gs. He won the Newmarket Stakes of 22 subs, at 50 
sovs. each, h. ft., fur 3 yr. olds, D. M., beating a very strong field. He is now 
first favorite for the Derby, the odds being but 7 to 2 against him, while they are 
5 tol vs. John Day’s lot, 8 to 1 vs. Caravan, 10 tol vs. Wintonian—the same 
vs. Mango or Hybiscus, and 12 to 1 vs. Achmet, heretofore for several months 
first favorite. Jerced for a long time first or second favorite, has tumbled down 
in the odds; 40 to 1 is offered vs. him. For the Oaks, John Day’s Chapeau 
@ Espagne is first favorite, 100 to 60 vs. her being the current price. 

The Liverpool Craven Meeting commenced May 10th; Lord Stanley’s ch. h. 
Amurath won the Aintree Stakes—Mr. Fox's b. c. The Carpenter, the Trades- 
men’s Cup—Sir T.S. M. Stanley’s gr. f., by Dr. Syntax, the Wilton Stakes— 
Hon. T. O. Powlett’s b. f., by Priam, the Maiden Plate—Mr. Fox’s bl. c. The 
Doctor, the ‘* Liverpool Spring St. Leger’—Mr. Peel’s ch. ¢., The Early 
Bird, the Craven Stakes—The Marquis of Westminster’s ch. c., by Pantaloon, 
a Sweepstakes of 4 subs., at 50 sovs. each, for foa's of 1834—The Earl of 
Derby’s Amurath, another rich Sweepstakes. 

Subjoined are several interesting articles of intelligence from our English ma- 
gazines and papers, including dates from 30th April to 16th May. The great 
difficulty of getting possession of our packages by the packets, after their arrival 
at this port, frequently prevents us from spreading our foreign extracts before 
our readers in their proper order, as is the case to-day. Our neighbors, too, are 
in the same unhappy predicament, and Maj. Noau, in the Evening Star, last 
Wednesday, had an article npon the subject, which we trust will serve to abate 
the nuisance complained of. We make no doubt packages for the editors of this 
city, are frequently opened during the passage; and when the vessel arrives it is 
impossible to ascertain where they are to be had, as after a week’s delay they are 
sometimes found in the Custom House or the Post Office. ‘The packet of the 
Ist brought us in one bundle eleven magazines and five newspapers, strongly 
enveloped with our address printed thereon, which after being kicked about from 
pillar to post for a week, with several other parcels for our city contemporaries, 
was brought to us by a pilot, who like Paul Pry, intending to do a good natured 
thing, undertook to place them in our hands ten minutes sooner than we should 
have got them through the ordinary channel, and would have done.so had he 
not “ promiscuously forgot’ all about the matter, for a week.

Sin Marx Woov.—We regret to state that this gentleman is laboring under 
severe illness, and that very little hopes are entertained of his recovery. 

Tar Jockey Cuce—Ten Years Op Bet.—A case was brought before the 
Jockey Club by Mr. Spring, the facts of which we understand to be as follows: 
—Ten vears since Mr, Kayner betted 100 to 5 with Mr. S. respecting Matilda 
at Doncaster. Mr. R. lost, but had entered the matter so illegibly in his book 
that he could not decypher it; he therefore wrote to Mr. 8. to know if there was 
any, and what bet pending between them. Mr. R. wrote from Nottingham, but, 
by accident, directed the reply to come to him post-office, Derby. There Mr. 8. 
wrote, but Mr. R. never had the letter. Uneasy at his supposed silence, Mr. R. 
wrote again from Warwick, and his letter arriving when Mr. Spring was from 
home, was never answered by him. Mr. R. subsequently declared the bet off, as 
he could not see the party to ascertain Its terms, After this great lapse of time,

Trorrinc Marcu ror £50.—The Manchester race course was honored on 
Wednesday last by the presence of a greater number of sportsmen, with a good 
sprinkling of the “ fair” sex, mounted on their vest bits of blood, than has been 
seen there on any similar occasion, to witness a match which had caused a con- 
siderable degree of interest, between the bay horse Guy Fuuz, the property of 
Mr. Lee, of Bolton, and a bay ware that was engaged in the trotting stakes at 
Newton last year, and rode by the celebrated Jerry Needham, but was distanced 
in the first heat. Although the stake was nota very heavy one, yet the bets 
were considerable, and on the morning of the race the horse had the call; but 
when the mare showed on the course, with young Richardson as her pilot, the 
odds immediately wheeled about to five to four, the horse having a lad from Li- 
verpool on his back, and it was conjectured he would be unable to keep him in, 
which afterwards turned out to be thecase. After some time being lost in dodg- 
ing for the inside, and in which the lad displayed all the tact of a Chifney, the 
toss of a halfpenny decided the point to the advantage of Guy, and away they 
paced, the horse taking the lead to the hill, where he broke, and the mare passed 
lim, continued gaining ground, and was upwards ofa hundred hards in advance 
the first round, which she performed in three minutes and three seconds. A hun- 
dred to one was offered, and no takers. She pursued her course at a rattling pace, 
without breaking, and completed the next round in two minutes and fifty-seven 
seconds, and the whole in six minutes, leaving old Guy more than a distance be- 
hind. Both nags areaged. The course is rather short of a mile, and the mare 
carried nearly 5st. more than the horse. The steady riding of young Richard- 
son on this occasion was greatly admired; indeed, it was such as cannot fail to 
place him at the top of the list as a rider on a “ trotting prad;’’ and many good 
judges were of opinion that, had he crossed the other, the result would have been 
different.

EXTRAORDINARY MATCH AGAINST ‘TIME. 

On the 22d of March last @ bet of 100/. was made at one of the principal Club 
houses at the West End, that a noble Marquis, well-known in the sporting cireles, 
did not, within six weeks, produce a man who could run four miles in twenty- 
one minutes and a half, without interruption. As the Marquis did not himself 
know of such a man, Frank Redmond, and others, were employed to seek the 
phenomenon required. Frank, knowing that Drinkwater, who is well known at 
Manchester by the cognomen of “ Dicky Misfortune,” was “ an out-and-outer,” 
sought him, and finding that he was confident of his powers, chose him for the 
task, and on Monday last the event came off a littie beyond Barnet, in the pre- 
sence of a select tew of the parties interested in the match, to whom the knowledge 
of the effort was confined. sd 

One o'clock was the hour appointed for the rondezvous, at the Duke of York, 
Galiey Corner, on the high York road, and within a short distance of Hadley 
high stone. Drinkwater, who had not yet been seen by his backer, was ready 
for the start at the time appefhted ; but much to his disadvantage, the parties did 
not arrive till half-past two, when a splendid cavalcade of post carriages and 
fours-in-hand reached the spot, their progress having been delayed by an accident, 
which threatened serious consequences. A gentleman, one of the outside passen- 
gers on the leading four-in-hand drag, being alarmed ut “the pace,” jumped off 
at Finchley, when, unfortunately, as he lay on the ground, the wheels of an om- 
nibus passed over his thighs.

After winning the Doncaster Great St. Leger, he was purchased by Lord Darlington (now 
Marquis of Cleaveland) for 3000 guineas—was carried by him to Newmarket, where he chal 
lenged Colonel Udney’s celebrated horse Emilius (the recent winner of all the great stakes, 
and since the sire of Priam, Plenipo, Sarpedon, and others), for 2000 guineas, which was not 
accepted. At Newmarket, Houghton meeting, in October, he won the handicap plate, £M, 
distance, 1 mile, 1 quarter, and 24 yards, Sst. 10lbs. (122lbs.) beating Treseilizn, Van Leo, 
Aaron, Nicoli, Mina, and Mr. Williamson’s Partisan colt. Won easy. Thus wining every 
race for which he started, for that year, and beating the best horses on the turf.
